F or the m ost part there is 
no relief for the allergy su fferer 
ex cept the passing of the “ hay 
fev er” season. 
Those who are free from the 
affliction ou ght to be consciou s 
of those arou nd them who su ffer 
and not do any thing to increase 
air-laden irritants to fu rthe r in­ 
c re ase their discomfitu re.

The German Democratic Republic — 
East Germany — is preparing to cele­ 
brate its 20th anniv ersary ^ on Oct. 9 . 
In anticipation of the ev ent, the Demo* 


(SIC) Republic fsic) has issued a 53-pag e, 
self-cong ratulatory commemorativ e bro­ 
chure which among other thing s, informs 
the citizenry : 
‘“With our Socialist iirder. we ha\e 
conquered the ex ploitation, ag g ression, 
jnhumanity and oppression that charac­ 
terize the sy stems we hav e known in the 
past and which still characterize West 
Germany today . , . Our constitution in­ 
corporates the hig hest form of democ­ 
racy . . . Ev ery day the superiority of 
Socialist society is more clearly demon­ 
strated . . . ” 
Another anniv ersary , little observ ed 
on either side of the Iron Curtain, oc­ 
curred a few' weeks ag o — the eig hth an­ 
niv ersary of the Berlin Wall, which ef­ 
fectiv ely sealed the major escape route 
taken by tens upon tens of thousands of 


East Germans to flee the GDR in the first 
12 y ears of its ex istence. 


.Nev ertheless, since the Wall went up, 
another 125,000 East Germans hav e suc­ 
cessfully opted for the “ oppression” of 
West Germany . 
Nearly 23,000 of them manag ed to 
cross the mined and g uarded border be­ 
tween the two Germany s. About 100,000 
escaped by using false identity papers 
or by failing to return after an authorized 
v isit to the West. Some 2.200 were fug i­ 
tiv es from the East German armed 
forces.. 
Since 19 61, 64 F'ast Germans hav e 
died try ing to .scale the Wall: another 73 
hav e been killed in escape attempts else­ 
where on the border. 
If the East German Communists real­ 
ly believ ed in the superiority of their so­ 
cialist order, they would tear down the 
Wall, roll up the barbed wire and dig up 
the mines. 
They dare not. of course.

In the unlikely ev ent that any one is 
worried about running out of thing s to 
worry about, a warning from three sci­ 
entists at the North Carolina State Uni­ 
v ersity in Raleig h contains enoug h crisis 
content to fill in any anx iety g aps that 
may appear at odds moments. 
Their theory is that, since noise pollu­ 
tion is harmful to man, it oug ht to be 
harmful to plants as well, since both are 
biolog ical sy stems. And if noise is harm­ 
ful to plants, it may well be doubly harm­ 
ful to man, since he eats plants. 
The scientists reported to the Acous­ 
tical Society of America on tests they con­ 
ducted with tobacco plants, which were 
chosen because their normal g rowth rates 
are well-established, especially in North 
Carolina. 
Twelv e plants were allowed to g row 
In peace and quiet for two weeks in an 
indoor plot at the univ ersity . Then loud­ 


speakers were turned on, blasting ran­ 
dom noises at about 100 decibels, or the 
lev el of noise city dwellers are ex posed 
to ev ery day . 
By the end of the nex t two weeks, 
g rowth rate of the plants had decreased 
by an av erag e of 40 per cent. 
The scientists are alarmed at the un­ 
told stress we may be subjecting our 
farm crops to, what with tractors, me­ 
chanical pickers and all kinds of other 
machinery , not to mention jet airplanes 
fly ing ov erhead. 
‘ So don’t blame the job for y our indi­ 
g estion. That salad y ou had for lunch 
may hav e been a bundle of nerv es. 
Come to think of it, thoug h, we’v e been 
conducting our own ex periment this past 
summer by subjecting the lawn to peri­ 
odic blasting s with a power mower. 
Didn’t slow the g rowth rate one bit.

Law and Crash Helmets 


Like most states, Illinois has witness­ 
ed a motorcy cle population ex plosion, 
the number of reg istrations hav ing dou­ 
bled in Illinois from 50.000 to 100,000 since 
19 65. 
And like most stales, Illinois had a 
law requiring motorcy clists to wear crash 
helmets. 
It had a law, until motorcy clists suc­ 
cessfully challeng ed it. The law has now 
been declared unconstitutional on the 
g rounds that an indiv idual cannot be 
forced to protect himself. 
The ruling could open up a rather in­ 
teresting leg al Pandora’s box , especially 
if it is repeated in other states or is ap­ 
plied to automobile driv ers as weU. 
For instance, it could call into question 
the practice of some judg es of suspending 
portions of fines or sentences of traffic 


v iolators who were wearing seat belts or, 
conv ersely , being a little harder on those' 
w'ho were not wearing their belts. 
What about cases where contributory 
neg lig ence has been alleg ed ag ainst per- 
.sons who were injured m accidents be­ 
cause they did not hav e their seat or 
shoulder belts fastened? 


The whole issue rev olv es around the 
question of where one’s own safety ends 
and the rig hts of others beg in. 
It may not be constitutional to force 
a motorcy clist to protect himself. But it 
would seem that a second party who may 
run into or ov er him deserv es .some pro­ 
tection from the undue consequences of 
an accident, entirely reg ardless of who 
may cause the accident.

Signs in the economy are 
not encou raging for any u p­ 
tu rn soon in retail trade, say s 
the September issu e of the 
Morgan Gu aranty Su rv ey , re­ 
leased recently . 


Sales at retail, which ac­ 
cou nt for 40 per cent of all 
spending in the United States, 
hav e been trending down for 
the past six months 
when 
measu red in phy sical u nits 
rather than dollar amou nt, the 
bank pu blication notes. “It is 
the listlessness in retail trade 
more than any thing else that 
has slowed down ‘real’ growth 
in the ov er-all economy .” 


The su rv ey dted the follow­ 
ing factors as working against 
any near-term brightening of 
the retail pictu re: 


1. Consu mer resistance to 
higher prices: 


2. Erosion, by inflation, of 
abou t two-thirds of the latest 
y ear-to-y ear gain in disposa­ 
ble personal income; 


3. The already low’ lev el of 
sav ings, leav ing 'little 
room 
for fu rther cu ts that wou ld 
free fu nds for spending in 
stores: 
4. Indications of a growing 
relu ctance by indiv idu als to 
bu y on credit. 
5.

contribu tes to consu mer eu ­ 
phoria. ’ 
Price resistance Is working 
its 
way back throu gh 
the 
chain of distribu tion, the Mor­ 
gan Gu aranty monthly say s. 
“As consu mers hav e become 
more cau tiou s in their spend­ 
ing, merchants are becoming 
somewhat more su bdu ed in 
their 
ex pectations 
for 
the 
CJhristmas sales season. Their 
orders to su ppliers, in tu rn, 
are reflecting the changing 
mood of the consu mer.” 
.Althou gh personal income, 
ev en after increased tax es, is 
abou t six per cent higher than 
a y ear ago, the gain in “real” 
terms is only abou t tw'o per 
cent, the Su rv ey points ou t. 
F'or many people “ real” in­ 
come has declined becau se of 
the rise in prices. 
Consu mers already hav e re­ 


du ced their rate of sav ings 
from 7.2 per cent of disposa­ 
ble 
income 
in the 
second 
qu arter of last y ear to 5.4 per 
cent cu rrently , the lowest rate 
in fiv e y ears. “It w'ou ld be 
su rprising indeed,” the bank 
pu blication say s, “if consu m­ 
ers pu lled down their sav ings 
rate in months ahead mu ch 
lower than it now is.” 


The 
su rv ey acknowledges 
that consu mer psy chology can 
change qu ickly . Howev er, it 
adds, “At the moment, there 
is 
considerable 
u ncertainty 
among consu mers abou t the 
fu tu re cou rse of bu siness — 
and employ ment.”

Rocky Marciano was killed in 
a plane crash on Labor Day . 
Drew' Pearson died within 12 
hou rs of the box er\s accident. 
Ho Chi 
Minh and 
Bishop 
James A. Pike may hav e ex ­ 
pired on the same day . Sen. 
Ev erett M. Kirksen died on 
the second Su nday in Septem­ 
ber. Radio and telev ision star 
Bu d Colly er and World War 
IPs Gen. 
Terry Allen both 
were bu ried before the month 
was half ov er. When y ou con­ 
sider the influ ence of these 
people and the activ ities they 
su ggest, 
a wide swath has 
been cu t throu gh the ranks 
of leadership. 
Drew Pearson 
say * 
hated, 
respected and feared throu gh­ 
ou t the cou ntry bu t most in 
Washington. He had 
nerv e 
and tenacity , both essential to 
good reporting and necessary 
mu ckraking. His colu mn was

Areas of Concern

stressed em phatically two areas 
of concern in the week of prac­ 
tice prior to F riday ’s gam e: (1) 
the passing attack , which wou ld

the opposing defenses, and (2) 
the» qu arterback situ ation, which 
wou ld be handled on a rev olv ­ 
ing, trial basis, with the hot 
hand stay ing in for

with fly ing colors. F or the first 
tim e this y ear the Du k es were 
able to come u p with a passing 
attack and the rev olv ing qu ar­ 
terback situ ation paid off in 
div idends on sev eral occasions.
